Claims 1-34 and 36-41 (renumbered 1- 40) allowed. 
The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for allowance: 
The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fail to disclose the subject matter of 
product realizing an interpreter providing statistic control encoding for frequency based 
clustering of service routines in computer program execution. Specifically claims 1, 15, 29 and 
36 are directed to dynamically collecting, recording statistics and grouping frequently used 
service routines with program which jumps between each other in a program function and using 
service routines for a shorter code for service routines which are assigned shorter codes. 
Therefore the claimed invention enhances the performance of a simulator or emulator and 
solving problems related to computer compiling speed.
